user and not a terminal. The authorization for the administration in Huang is not 
connected to the terminal, but instead to a user... (pages 8 and 9). The 
applicant's argument is not persuasive since Huang clearly discloses 
telecommunication apparatus (230, fig. 1) having a terminal (18, 19, 56, 60, 64, 
fig. 1) with properties of a terminal (232, 236, fig. 14) with administration 
authorization (i.e., control and management functions; col. 3, lines 52-65; 
centralized control and management provided by terminal, i.e., service unit 
subsystem, 232, fig. 14 allows a user to be connected to different Delivery Unit 
Subsystems, 234, fig. 14 while maintaining a common directory number; col. 4, 
lines 5-12; terminal, Fiber Optic Ring, 236, fig. 14 allows the communication of 
service control, operations, administration; col. 4, lines 13-27; col. 8, lines 29-39 
and 50-66; col. 10, lines 41-53). Thus Huang clearly teaches terminal with 
administration authorization.
